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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-70 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant invention is drawn to a method and system for automatically manage human 
workers who are certified to carrying out assigned tasks having a process of a set of task steps 
and a set of units of source data from the customers, each set defining various requirement for 
carrying out each of the task. Upon completing the assigned task by the worker assigned to the 
task, the resulting of the task from the worker is process to produce result data for the unit of 
source data, which sent to the customers. The quality of the result of the task is assessed and the 
worker that carrying out the task to produce the result is evaluated automatically without human 
involvement. 

Prior of record failed to teach or fairly suggest the combination of steps for automatically 
managing a plurality of remote workers carrying out various tasks for the customers where the 
task data structure information on task to be complete is constructed and stored and then 
dispatched to a worker having task skills to carrying out given tasks. The result of the given task 
is received from the worker and the quality of the task result is assessed automatically without 
human management.
